FANATICISM NOT GOOD SENSE 

Sabbatarian Sunday regulations would certainly 
provoke violent disobedience and cynical disregard 
for the law, and it would be fanatical idiocy to 
enact them in anything like extreme measures. 
We have mi}lions of Samples now before us of 
how the prohibition law is being disobeyed, and 
if millions of people will, not obey the law in 
that respect, which is for their own good and 
benefit, as a matter of health and morals, it can 
readily be understood what would happen if they 
are tdld what they can do and what they cannot 
do,on Sunday, because of the day being Sunday. 
Not one person in a hundred would pay any at- 
tention to such laws, except to laugh ang jeer at 
them and to break them in spite of everything 
that could be done. 

If we may judge from the results of “blue 
laws” in the early days, as witnessed by no less 
an authority than Governor Bradford, of Mas8a- 
chusetts, writing in 1642, nothing of good may be 
expected if. such laws are again written upon our 
statute books. Among other similar things, he 
wrote: 1 

“Marvelous it may be to see and consider how 
some kind of wickedness did grow and _ break 
forth here, in a land where the saine was as much 
witnessed against, and so narrowly looked into and 
severely punished when ‘it was known. And yet 
all this could not suppress the breaking out of 
stndry, notorious sins, especially drunkenness and 
uncleanliness.” ‘ 

We believe in all proper obServance of the Sab- 
bath day, out of respect to other people’s feelings 
and because a day of rest is good, but it must 
not be forgotten that one of the most sacred pre- 
rogatives of our American civil life is the right 
of freedom to worship God according to one's con- 
science, and this right the extremists would 
abridge. Fanatical minorit‘es are always foolish and 
dangerous, and never. more so. than when they 
are doing the will of the Lord The laws are 
already enough in contempt w:th.ut making them 
still more So.

The producers and big dealers in coal now stand 
convicted before the American people as a dis- 
honest and dishonorable bunch of consciousless 
scoundrels who belong in the penitentiaries, with 
shaven heads, Striped clothes, and a number plate 
aeross their shriveled breasts. George H. Cush- 
ing, managing director of the Wholesale Coal 
Dealers AsSociation, , testified before the Senate 
committee of investigation that by dishonest’ jugg- 
ling, manipulation and profiteering methods, coal 
Selling at the mines at $3.50 a ton was jumped by 
the millions of tons to $14.50.

‘about it but to “investigate,” at heavy expense, 


which the people pay. All this being now a mat- 
ter of public record, it is high time that a de- 
mand be made upon Congress for strict, national 
control of the coal industry: Not mere #80-called 
“regulation” that never regulates, but downright, 
absolute Government control. Make these th'eves 
and public plunderers accountable to the Fedéral 
Govrnment for their every act.
